Hunt, 
associate chief inspector of the depart­ 
ment of health of this state who is in 
charge of the smallpox visitation in 
Franklin county. 
When Dr. Johnston 
went 
to the 
Wagatnan home he was at hist denied 
admission hut he insisted on guiug in 
and round some of the family in tied 
with the disease, 
lie)end 
all cavil. 
He quarantined the house and station­ 
ed guards. 
The cases of small pox 
in Adams 
county hsve been traced to direct cou 
tact with cases in Pondtiank, Franklin 
county. 
Dr. Hunt saw two cases 
in Cold 
Spring that were said 
to have lieen 
chicken pox, during the latter part of 
February or March. 
Neither of the 
sick people was vaccinated and both 
have 
tile unquestioned scarring of 
smallpox. 
In all probability 
the eases 
liagnoeed wrongly 
as chicken 
They were in contact with the 
cases in Pondliank. 
This, with 
known facts, indicates that the disease 
was epidemic in the vicinity of Pond- 
tiank for a period long* r th in thought 
at hist. 
The small pox which has sp e a re d 
in Franklin county and 
now in the 
western (airt of this county is gradually 
growing in virulence and residents of 
these sections 
are becoming greatly 
alarmed 
State aud local officials are 
using all possible weans to prevent a 
spread of the contagion and 
a strict 
quarantine is tieing maintained at all 
infected places

Spilt Democrats.

Leaders Condemn Nebraskan aa a Dis­ 


turber and Declare They Will Op­ 
pose Any Presidential Candidate He 


Supports. 


W ashington, June I.—The much dis­ 
cussed reign of harmony in the Demo­ 
cratic camp has been so badly broken 
that DemocraUc leaders now fear the 
present troubles are going to reach to 
1912 and hurt the chances for the elec­ 
tion of a Democratic president. 
H itherto things have been rosy. Now 
William Jennings Bryan and Chair­ 
man 
Underwood, of 
the ways and 
m eans com mittee, have clashed over 
free wool, and Bryan is unlimbering 
the guns of the Commoner without re 
gard to who is hurt or the political 
consequences. TV- is making the Demo­ 
cratic leaders who are anxious for 
nothing so much as peace gasp and 
hold their breath. 
Underwood is fighting mad at Bry­ 
an and so is the whole elem ent that 
Underwood dominates. 
Elven Champ 
Clark is sore at the Nebraskan, al­ 
though he is not airing It. Most signi­ 
ficant in the situation is the almost 
open assertion of some of the house 
Democratic leaders that it doesn’t m at­ 
ter who Bryan supports for president 
next year. They say that man will be 
beaten for the nomination if they can 
effect it. Then condemn Bryan as a 
disturber, and say he had no business 
to stir up the raw wool issue right 
on the eve of the house Democratic 
caucus. 
Unless Chairman 
Underwood 
can 
command a two-thirds vote for his 
woollen 
schedule when the caucus 
m eets he will be in an extrem ely em 
barrassing position. Under the rules of 
the caucus a two-thirds vote on any 
m easure binds all members 
except 
those who can produce satisfactory 
proof th at they are pledged otherwise 
to their constituents. 
The Republican 
members of the 
ways and means committee intend to 
reopen the breach between the Demo 
cratic factions even though it is patch­ 
ed up In caucus. 
W hile the woollen schedule is be^ 
ing read for amendm ent in the house 
R epresentative 
Hill, of Connecticut, 
will offer the woollen schedule of the 
old Wilson tariff bill as an amend 
ment to the Underwood measure. The 
Wilson bill put raw wool on the free 
list, and many of the duties on the 
m anufactured product are lower than 
In the Underwood bill. 
If Mr. Underwood fails to mustei 
a two-thirds vote in caucus. Democrats 
will be free to vote as they please in 
the house. Republicans Intend to take 
advantage of this situation and pro­ 
pose to test the good faith of the 
Democrats who are now fighting for 
free raw wool. 
Under the circum stances, with a 
Bryan and anti-Bryan split in sight 
that may run through 1912. and the 
Bailey and anti Hailey Democrats in 
the senate at swords* points, Republi­ 
cans are encouraged over the outlook. 
They say this trouble is merely the 
forerunner of a big Democratic smash­ 
up.

8ent Literature to Farmers Warning 
Thorn That Reciprocity With Can­ 


ada Would Injure Them. 


Washington, June I.—The hearings 
before the senate finance committee 
on the Canadian reciprocity bill has 
practically ended. 
The committee decided to vote on 
the bill Wednesday. It had been plan­ 
ned to end the hearings, but additional 
witnesses will be heard Monday. 
Whidden Graham, of the firm of Al­ 
len A Graham, of New York, admitted 
to the committee that he was em­ 
ployed by the National Grange to op­ 
pose reciprocity. 


Work ae to Legislation. 


Graham also admitted that neither 
he nor Allen was a lawyer, but that 
they assisted manufacturers and oth­ 
ers in securing the enactment or de­ 
feat of legislation by preparing for 
them literature and pamphlets for cir­ 
culation. 
“I am not a lobbyist,” he insisted In 
answ er to a query from Senator Stone. 
‘‘And 
yet you receive fees,” com­ 
mented Senator W illiams, "for w riting 
articles for securing the enactm ent or 
defeat of legislation.” 
Graham launched into a violent at­ 
tack on the newspapers of the coun­ 
try, much of which later was stricken 
from the record. 
Joseph Ii. Allen, of Allen A Gra­ 
ham, told the com m ittee that Leonard 
Bronson, of the National Lumber Man­ 
ufacturers' association, and A rthur C. 
Hastings, president of the Am ericas 
Paper and Pulp association, had of­ 
fered to contribute to the fight against 
reciprocity. 
It was at the instance of Senator 
Stone that Allen and Graham were 
summoned to tell what part they have 
taken in the propaganda of opposition 
to reciprocity. 


Promoters, Not Attorneys. 
Senator Stone declared that Allen 
and Graham were “prom oters,” that 
they wore not ‘‘practicing attorneys or 
lawyers,” thus controverting the dec­ 
o ratio n made to the com m ittee re­ 
cently by N. P. Hull, m aster of the 
Michigan State Grange, that Allen A 
Graham had been acting as legal ad­ 
visers for the National Grange. 
The 
firm was sending out for some of the 
officers of the National Grange litera­ 
ture warning farm ers that the recipro­ 
city agreem ent would injure them and 
asking them to contribute 
to 
the 
rause. 
M anufacturers also were ask­ 
ed for financial aid. 
N. J. Bachelder, president of the 
National Grange, made a statem ent 
declaring that Alien A Graham had 
"acted only under the direction of the 
legislative and executive com m ittees 
of the National Grange." 
"Are 
not 
many members of the 
grange,” inquired Senator Stone, "wo­ 
men, children and others who are not 
farm ers?" 


, 
Hasn’t the Statistics. 
Mr. Bachelder said he did not base 
statistics to show. 
"W as not the mem bership of the 
National Grange in Indiana, for in­ 
stance," queried Mr. Stone, "about 15,- 
OOO ten years ago and has it not de­ 
creased to about 1 0 0 0?” 
"I think not,” answered Mr. Bat bel­ 
der. 
"W hat legal m atters have you ever 
consulted Alien A Graham about?” in- 
quired Mr. Stone. 
"I do not recall that I ever consult­ 
ed them on legal m atters, hut in pro­ 
moting or opposing legislation which 
the National Grange was in favor of 
or against,” said Mr. Bachelder. 
"You considered them skillful in ma­ 
nipulating legislative bodies?” asked 
Mr. Stone. 
"In securing what we wanted,” waa 
the reply. 
"And you employed men generally 
known as lobbyists,” asked 
Senator 
Stone, “and who are under the employ 
of other large Interests?" 
“We 
did not ask thegi who else 
they 
were 
working 
for,” said Mr. 
Bachelder.

! Attorney General Admits Bafort Con­ 
gressional Committee Ho “Advised” 


I 
Steal Trust and Shared Big Sugar 
Fee. 
Washington, June I. — The recent 
| decisions of the supreme court in the 
I Standard Oil and American Tobacco 
company cases will result In a sweep­ 
ing attem pt to obtain the conviction 
in criminal prosecutions of violators 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, occord- 
ing to Attorney General Wickersham. 
He made thla declaration before the 
house committee o nexpenditures in 
the department of juatice. 
Mr. W ickerham was asked why the 
government 
thus far had failed to 
lodge any “trust magnates” in prison. 
“We have done the best we could,” 
he said, “but there haa been an un 
willingness on the part of juries and 
courts to sentence men to prison un­ 
der the anti trust law. 
“Until the supreme court laid down 
its definite construction in the two 
cases just decided this reluctance was 
well understood, for the law has a1 
ways been open to question, and has 
been construed in different ways by 
different courts. 
“Juries are becoming more willing 
now, however, to convict, and Judges 
who have been reluctant to impose 
prison penalties now have the supreme 
court decisions'to sustain them.” 
Mr. Wickersham said he believed 
prison sentences would be the most 
effective means of enforcing respect 
for the anti trust law. Criminal prose­ 
cutions 
against the meat 
pa< kers, 
milk dealers, grocers, the naval stores 
and window glass combinations and 
other alleged violators of the anti­ 
trust law, he said, would be augment­ 
ed by other prosecutions. 
On this subject the government bad 
definite plans. Chairman Beal! asked 
why there had been no criminal pro­ 
ceedings against the 
heads of 
the 
Standard 
Oil and tobacco corpora 
(ions. 
“In view of the fact that we have 
secured der isions in these cases only 
within the last two weeks it seems to 
me that question answers itself," said 
Mr. Wickersham. “Now, however, we 
have an 
interpretation of 
the anti­ 
trust act upon which we can proceed ” 
'l ite attorney general was closely 
questioned byy Mr. Beall as to the cot­ 
ton cases In New York, but he refused 
to disclose the government's future 
action. 
Asked why actions were 
brought 
against those seeking to elevate the 
price of 
raw 
cotton, rather 
than 
against the spinners and the “bsars,” 
who were trying to depress it, Mr 
Wickersham said the government had 
believed It much easier to reach the 
seven men controlling the raw cotton 
pool, against whom It had exact Infor­ 
mation. 
Mr. Wickersham testified that he 
had “advised” the United States Steel 
‘orporation on several occasions from 
1905 to 19u7, during his connection 
with the firm of Strong it Cadwalader 
He also said that he had received 
his share of the fee turned into the 
firm for services to the American Su 
gar Kenning company, personally at­ 
tended to by Henry W. Taft, brother 
of the president. Mr. Wickersham said 
his share was about $26,000. 
Mr. Wickersham 
was 
questioned 
chiefly by Representative Heal!, of 
Texas, chairman of 
the committee 
concerning the sale by the government 
of friar lands In the Philippines to the 
American Sugar Refining company. He 
said Henry W. Taft had at one time 
appeared as a special attorney for the 
government 
against 
the 
“licorice 
trust,” a part of the American Tobacco 
c oui pun y 
Mr. Wickersham declared that after 
he 
became attorney 
general John 
Henry Hammond represented Strong 
& Cadwalader as counsel for the so 
called “sugar trust” in the purchase 
of the friar lands. He added that at 
the time he gave his opinion permit­ 
ting the sale of these lands he did not 
know that Hammond represented the 
president of the American Sugar Re^ 
fining company, Mr. Havemeyer. 
When asked about the connection 
of the firm with steel affairs, Mr 
Wickersham said: ”1 personally have 
advised the United States Steel cor­ 
poration In one or two matters.” 
“Did Strong A Cadwalader ever rep- 
lesent 
the 
New York Cotton Ex­ 
change?" asked Chairman Beati. 
“Yes, Henry W. Taft was counsel 
for the exchange,” Mr. Wickersham 
leplled, “and I think he still continues 
in that capacity.” 
The chairman sought particularly to 
learn from the attorney general why 
the department of justice and treas-j 
ury department accepted $2,000,000 in 
settlement from the American Sugar 
Refining company as restitution for 
undervaluations at the port of New 
York, rather than enforce the severe 
penalties provided by law. 
Mr. Wickersham replied that the de­ 
partment felt the evidence at hand 
was not sufficient to support a claim 
for penalties, though it was biz belief 
that restitution was made because the 
corporation feared penalties would bn 
Imposed.

Harrisburg, Pa., May 30.—The leg­ 
islature of 1911 haa finally adjourned 
after being In session from Jan 3 to 
May 25. during which period a mass 
of important and untnsp >rtant logia 
lation waa placed before the scions 
for their consideration In round fig­ 
ures it la estimated 
that 3000 bills 
were presented ta both houses and 
that about 1200 of them were acted 
upon, and of the latter number about 
1000 were passed and sent to the gov­ 
ernor 
for 
his approval. 
Generally 
speaking, the first three months of 
the session was gNten oveT to dila­ 
tory tactics, only about th re# sessions 
each week being bald. but the re- 
iffalutng days of 
the session 
were 
marked by an Increased displsy of ac­ 
tivity. 
It was the proud boast of the 
leaders of the dominant party In con­ 
trol of the legislature that they in­ 
tended to use every endeavor to have 
the session a banner one tn the enact­ 
ment of constructive 
legislation of 
state wide 
importance, but this ap­ 
pears to have been overlooked after 
the mill began its grind, for the bills 
of this character are very limited In 
numbers. 
The most Important of the many 
measures which succeeded in running 
the gauntlet of both houses were the 
school code, the good roads bills, the 
abolition of the road jury evil. Increas­ 
ing the salaries of the judges of the 
different courts of the state, increasing 
the salaries of the stele police, twing­ 
ing the three medical schools of the 
state under the supervision of a sin­ 
gle board and preparing the way for 
a reorganisation of the insurance de­ 
partment and the national guard of 
the state. 
Up to the present writing 
Governor Tener has affixed his signa­ 
ture to nearly 200 billa, and there la a 
vast number more awaiting his action 
and upon which he has thirty days 
from the date of final adjournment to 
either approve or disapprove 
Of the bills no# awaiting the action 
of the executive the greater number la 
made up of appropriation measures, It 
being estimated that there are about 
350 ut this c haracter now before him. 
For the first time in many years the 
appropriations made by the legisla­ 
ture are within the revenues of the 
state, the appro 1mate total reaching 
$53,000,000, lo t aa State Treasurer 
Wright figures that the state revenues 
for the next ta o years will reach 
$60,000,000, Governor Tener will be 
saved the unnecessary labor of using 
his pruning knife to any great extent. 
In this respect he will differ from bls 
predecessor. 
Governor 
Stuart, 
who 
last session aas given appropriation 
billa totalling nearly twice the amount 
of the reveaues. 
It will therefore be 
aeen that the work of Governor Tener 
has been very much simplified by the 
action of the legislature, although it 
must not be taken for a certainty 
that he will approve all the bills as 
they were sent to him, it being his In­ 
tention to go over them carefully, and 
where a cut can be made without en­ 
tailing great bardship he will do so, 
and In this he will be largely guided 
by the state board of charities recom­ 
mendation 
prepared 
by 
Secretary 
Bromley Wharton after careful inves­ 
tigation of the requests and needs of 
the different state-aided institutions 


Utilities Bill Falla 
Perhaps the biggest disappointment 
of the session waa the failure of the 
legislature to adopt the bill prepared 
jointly by Governor Tenet and Attor­ 
ney General Bell for the control and 
regulation of the public utility cor­ 
porations of the state. This bill was 
drawn after great deliberation in or 
der to make good that portion of his 
inaugural address which reads as fol­ 
lows: 
“There should 
be a commission 
vested with all possible power to have 
the general supervision and control af 
the corporations and individuals hav­ 
ing to do with public utilities, and the 
present 
railroad 
commission 
abol­ 
ished ” 
The bouse adopted the bill by an 
overwhelming majority, but the cor 
potations of the state had so many 
friends in the senate that they prompt 
ly voted it down when It was sent to 
them. This action unquestionably riled 
th e governor, and for some days tt was 
commonly rumored that he would call 
an extra session and force the senate 
to uphold him in his inaugural prom 
is*, hut this thought has boon dis­ 
solved since the failure of the senate 
to even adopt his suggestion for the 
creation of a commission to consider 
the subject and report bach to the 
legislature of 1913. Since the adjourn 
ment the governor has issued a state­ 
ment regarding his attitude, in which 
he says in Mart: “It Is a matter of gen­ 
uine regret; however, that the bill fail­ 
ed of M***age In the senate. The al­ 
leged reasons for such defeat of the 
bill were that it was too drastic and 
undertook to rtvtulate too many public 
service companies, and because cer­

urged on the floor of the senate that

“As to the objection that the bill is 
too drastic, It it to be observed that 
in its vital features it ie less drastic 
than the interstate commerce act and 
similar laws of recent enactment in 
our sister states, including New York. 
Maryland. Wisconsin and, as I believe 
New Jersey The objection to Ha betag 
too comprehensive comes chiefly from 
th* railroad and street railway cor­ 
porations (which must, of course, be 
included to any bill) and not from 
what I may term the minor corpora 
ttons 
“The bill could readily have been 
amended by eliminating such minor 
corporations from its operation, and 
the senate committee were so advised 
by the attorney general, and that lf 
the bill were so amended and made 
to apply to railroad, street railway, 
telegraph, telephone, water, light, beat 
and power companies, it would be 
satisfactory 
to 
the 
administration. 
This 
suggestion, however, was not 
considered nor any amendment what­ 
ever proposed. 
“Following the defeat of tha bill In 
the senate, and accepting as made in 
good faith, the alleged reason of lack 
of sufficient time for proper consider 
ation of the bill, and the further in­ 
sistent suggestion for the appointment 
of a commission to duly consider the 
subject, I forthwith sent in a resole 
lion providing for such appointment, 
and vesting in the commission ample 
power and authority to make su b in­ 
vestigation, with the duty to report to 
the next general assembly in 1913 It 
was my desire, and I deemed it my 
duty to appoint such a commission 
myself, rather than to refer the sub 
jert to any existing legislative com 
mittee not in sympathy with my views.

Great Northern Railway to Take 


Over the Burlington. 


St. Paul, Minn., June I.—Official an­ 
nouncement was made from the gen­ 
eral offices of the Great Northern rail­ 
way of the issue of $000,000,000 in 
bonds, covering 
one of the biggest 
financial 
deals that has ever been 
made in the west. 
The biggest proportion of the issue 
will take care of old bonds which have 
been issued by the 
company from 
year to year to cover extensions and 
improvements, but the other big slice 
provides for the taking over of the 
Burlington railroad. 
The issue of bonds means the tak­ 
ing up of $330,000,000 of gold bonds 
of the Great Northern, including $33,- 
400,000 in the bonds of the Burlington, 
for which the Great Northern is re 
sponsible. It Is believed also that the 
Issue means that the Great Northern 
is to take over the Burlington, divorc­ 
ing the Northern Pacific from that 
road. It is thought this merger will be 
upheld in the courts, on the strength 
of the “reasonable tru st” clause of tile 
I supreme court derision In the Stand­ 
ard Oil case. 
The fate of the Northern Par iflo, if 
it Is divorced from the other Hill lines, 
is certain. 
It may be taken over by 
the Northwestern or it may absorb 
the Great Western, a Morgan road, as 
is the Northern Pacific.

This immediately brought a 
bowl of protest from the church and
